WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen­ 
ate and House conferees today 
agreed to extend through all of 
1977 the individual tax cuts 
enacted last year. 
The tax cuts are worth $180 a 
year to a typical family of four 
earning $15,000 annually; $182 
for a single person earning 
$8,000; $204 for a couple mak­ 
ing $10,000, and $445 for a fami­ 
ly of four earning $6,000. 
The conferees approved the 
tax-cut extension as they con­ 
tinued work on a big catch-all 
tax-revision bill. 


When the conferees complete 
ironing out differences between 
Senate and House tax bills, a 
compromise version which in­ 
cludes the individual tax-cut 
provision will go to the Senate 
and House for final considera­ 
tion, probably next month. 


The conferees also agreed to 
make permanent the increases 
in the minimum and maximum 
standard deductions, which are 
taken by persons who do not 
itemize deductions. 
The minimum standard de­ 
duction is $1,700 for single per­ 
sons and $2,100 for joint re­ 


turns. The maximum is 16 per 
cent, up to $2,400 for single per­ 
sons and $2,800 for couples fil­ 
ing joint returns. 
The $l5-billion-a-year in indi­ 
vidual tax cuts, along with a 
series of across-the-board re­ 
ductions 
for business, 
were 
written into the law early last 
year in an effort to fight the 
recession. The basic part of the 
package was later extended 
through July 1, 1976. 
Technically,

WASHINGTON - We have 
had our brushes with the FBI 
which, in times past, has some­ 
times transgressed the law in the 
name of law and order. But the 
Justice Department is now going 
too far in its efforts to nail more 
than 30 field agents for those 
transgressions. 
They are under investigation 
for allegedly breaking into pri­ 
vate residences, tapping 
telephones and opening mail 
without legal authority. 
We have established that the 
FBI agents, who carried out 
these assignments, were merely 
obeying orders. They were 
under tight discipline. In each in­ 
stance, the agent received the 
approval of the section chief, 
who got his authorization from 
Washington. 
Top FBI officials, furthermore, 
kept the Justice Department 
fully informed of these dubious 
and devious activities. Sources 
familiar with the operation say 
the Attorney General, hiiraelf, 
not only knew what the FBI was 
doing but gave his general 
authorization. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the Justice Department 
can now prosecute lowly agents 
for carrying out the orders of its 
own high muck-a-mucks. 


Footnote: The targets of most 
of the FBI break-ins were the 
Socialist Workers Party and the 
radical Weathermen. There is 
evidence that the Weathermen 
traveled between the United 
States and Cuba, that they 
received financial support from 
Fidel Castro’s government and 
that they were responsible for 
several bombings in the United 
States. Under the law, the FBI 
could conduct warrantless 
searches and wiretaps ifrfhe ac­ 
tion was directed against people 
who were a threat to national 
security or were connected with 
a foreign government.

Arab crude 
petroleum wells this past six 
months. There was news of 
American 
environmentalists’ 
inflexible opposition to outer 
continental 
shelf exploration 
and drilling under the waters of 
the “Baltimore Canyon” off­ 
shore 
of

and 
Delaware. So I came seeking 
some significant answers. 
What happens to an oil boom 
coast? What happens to the 
support communities, 
to its 
people, its schools, its streets 
and its open spaces? 
Answer: very little happens to 
disturb the peace and leisure. 
For 10 years now the big rigs 
and platforms have been drilling 
“out there” in the North Sea, 
this side of the Norwegian un­ 
dersea wells. 
For a decade thousands of 
support and service ships have 
been plying between here and 
the Shetlands and the massive 
rigs. 
Now exploration has peaked. 
Oil and gas are gushing into 
pipelines and tankers. Enough 
oil and gas for 
Britan to 
mortgage the income until 1665 
to 
back 
up 
its 
sterling 
(currency). 
And all is quiet-- except for the 
seagulls, whose civil right to 
holler, I guarantee the en­ 
vironmentalists, has not been 
abridged. 
I conferred with oil company 
executives, city officials, the 
Aberdeen Harbour Board chief 
and with the Transport and 
General 
Workers 
Union 
regional leader Bill Reid, head 
of the Oil Workesrs Coordinating 
Committee here. All agreed. 
The 
environment and the 
community 
had 
not 
been 
significantly affected. 
At night I prowled the streets, 
the waterfront, the sand dunes 
and hit the bars. 
No crime. Some drunks. But 
no mugging: Some time ago a 
couple of Americans, testifying 
of the virility of native whiskey, 


sawed off the head of a Rob Roy 
statue. This could have been 
literary criticism of Sir Walter 
Scott. Or just too much brew. 
But no crime wave. 
This is a teeming, granite­ 
faced town. Its shops are full 
along Queen Street. Its harbor 
quiet at night. Its beaches clean. 
Around 
Footdee, 
a 
village 
inside the city, the fishing nets 
are 
stretched 
to dry. 
The 
beaches are filled with folks -- 
and children - lapping up the 
sun. 
Up coast at Cruden Bay, 
where the pipelines slither in, 
there’s no blackening of the 
sand. Children play. Men dig for 
bait during the ebb tide. And 
further

at 
Peterhead 
where 
there 
are 
scores of big support craft for 
two large oil companies, the 
waterfront is quiet, clean and the 
only sounds come from a piper 
playing on church steps for a 
wedding. 
Further east and north the big 
rigs dig and pump. But the 
whole industry - now worth 
billions of dollars - created only 
7,000 new jobs. Only some 1,400 
men are on the rigs and plat­ 
forms. Hardly noticeable are the 
helicopters one takes from the 
busy little Aberde«) airport to 
the floating derricks. Men work 
12 hours on and 12 hours off for 
two weeks and then they’re on 
leave for two weeks. And they 
rush home mostly. 
None cf this has dsrupted the 
shoreside. Aberdeen still is a 
triple harbor - oil, commercial 
( as it has been since the 
Norsemen hit this beach 800 
years ago) and fishing. Lots of 
fishing. Aberdeen is still the 
third largest fishing harbor in 
all of Britain. 
As for an "invasion” - there 
are only some 3,000 Americans, 
man, woman and child, living in 
the Aberdeen area. The serenity 
of the famed university, with its 
Kings and Marshall colleges and 
tiny 
archeological 
museum, 
hasn’t been disturbed. 
All this is worth noting and 
visiting, I suggest to the tough 
environmentalists who still are 
Mocking the efforts of some 60 
American 
oil 
companies 
to 
explore and drill on the Atlantic 
outer continental shelf. And let 
these environmentalists not try 
to block the Outer Continental 
Shelf, Lands Act Amendments 
MU now passing through the 
House. 
There is a middle way bet­ 
ween preventing theftpigoting of 
oil from under the sea and from 
despoiUng the coast lines. It just 
doesn’t happen. Sure there can 
be a spUl from tankers heading 
from here (the North Sea) to the 
refineries down along the Welsh 
coat which I’ve just visited. Ora 
•leakage in the pipelines leading 
to the Shetlands and Cruden 
Bay. But so can there be ear­ 
thquakes and splintering dams.

Ford. The worst that can be said about it today is what 
was said at the time, that it was a mistake or premature 
or a denial of due process, but not that it wasn’t done in 
good faith, as Mr Carter himself agrees. 
An awful lot of other polluted political water has gone 
over the gate since 1974, and Republicans, if forced to, 
would not be slow in reminding voters that Democrats 
have been found swimming in the midst of it. 
We have learned, for instance, that the practice of 
Executive wiretapping and spying on private citizens 
dates back at least to Franklin D. Roosevelt, who or­ 
dered the FBI to prepare dossiers on Americans who 
opposed involvement in the war in Europe. Even the 
martyred and virtually sainted John F. Kennedy and his 
brother have been implicated in activities far more 
sinister than Watergate. 
If Watergate is a burden all Republicans carry, the 
passing of time, not to mention the emergence of other 
scandals, has served to put it into better perspective. 
Richard Nixon is viewed today less as a menace to the 
country than as a pathetic figure. The “bitter end” 
defense of him by some Republicans should at least be 
contrasted with the dismal record of Democratically- 
controlled Congresses in disciplining their own wrong 
doing.

Laxatives aren’t 
recommended

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
retired, past 80 and lead a 
sedentary life. I used to walk 
a lot, but I have painful heel 
spurs and can’t exercise 
much. 
My most depressing trouble 
is chronic constipation. I had 
a barium enema in 1970 and 
absolutely nothing was wrong 
then. Last September I had 
com plete X-rays and the 
report said there were a few 
diverticula in the colon, no 
sign of tum or, and the 
stomach showed a sm all 
hiatal hernia but no ulcer or 
tumor. 
My constipation is worse 
now than it was then. My 
family doctor who I visit 
periodically prescribed all 
kinds of laxatives, such as 
Doxidan twice a day, and if no 
help after two to three days to 
take an enema. 
I have not had a normal, 
natural bowel movement for 
some time. Enemas are not 
very comfortable or pleasant. 
In fact, they are even painful 
at times and I hate to live with 
them for the rest of my days. 
Your comments will be 
deeply appreciated. 
DEAR READER - Your 
inactivity may contribute to 
your constipation. I think you 
should go to an orthopedic 
doctor and try again to get 
some help for your heel spurs. 
Corrective shoes and foot 
pads may help. In some cases 
removal of the spur is in­ 
dicated, but not always. 
You can improve your exer­ 
cise though by getting a home 
stationary bicycle. You need 
to develop a mild calisthenic 
program you can do at home, 
such as sit-ups. 
Both hiatal hernia (hernia 
of a sm all part of the 
stomach) and diverticula 
(pockets of the colon) are 
common in the older than 50 
age group. The diverticula are 
often associated with con­ 
stipation. I feel you should 
direct your biggest efforts 


toward correcting your bowel 
problem. 
To that end I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 
1-2, Irritable or Spastic Colon 
and Constipation. It will tell 
you how to train your bowel so 
you won’t have so much dif­ 
ficulty. You need to be sure 
you have enough cereal bulk 
in your diet and I would 
suggest a cup of All-Bran or 
Bran Buds every day for this 
purpose. 
Doxidan is a gentle stool 
softener and mild stimulant to 
intestinal contractions. It is 
frequently used in older peo­ 
ple who have these problems.

bulk-forming ones. You can 
also get the bulk formation 
effect from the cereal fiber in 
the bran I recommended. 
You need to do more than 
just eat bran though. The 
Health Letter will give you 
further information about 
drinking fluids and taking ad­ 
vantage of natural reflex 
responses.

Investigators have ruled out 
sabotage in the crashes of two 
U.S. C141 jet transports that 
killed 39 persons, and are look­ 
ing for onboard flight recorders 
that could reveal the crews’ 
last words. 


The U.S. Air Force said Sun­ 
day that sabotage definitely 
was not to 
blame for the 
crashes Saturday in Greenland 
and England. 


The 
C141 
Starlifters 
left 
McGuire Air Force Base in 
New Jersey at nearly the same 
time. One crashed as it was 
landing at the U.S. air base in 
Soendre Stroemfjord, southern 
Greenland, and 21 of the 27 per­ 
sons aboard were killed. The 
other 
went 
down 
near 
Peterborough, England, in a 
thunderstorm, killing all 18 per­ 
sons aboard. 
Most of the victims were 
American military men. 
“Although 
both 
airplanes 
were from the same base and 
the accidents happened within 
hours of each other,” a Penta­ 
gon spokesman said, “it ap­ 


pears to be completely different 
circumstances in which they 
crashed....” 
The causes of the crashes 
have not been determined, the 
spokesman said, but “investiga­ 
tors ... at both locations found 
no 
evidence 
whatsoever 
of 
sabotage.” 
He said the flight recorders 
were being sought “to see what 
kind of conversations were go­ 
ing on amongst the crew.” 
Teams flew from the United 
States to join in the investiga­ 
tions. 
The six survivors of the crash 
in Greenland were to be flown 
to the U.S. Army burn center in 
San Antonio, Tex., the Penta­ 
gon said. The survivors were 
two Americans, two Danes and 
two Greenlanders. 
Maj. 
H.C. Halken, Danish 
liaison officer at the U.S. air 
base at Soendre Stroemfjord, 
said the plane that crashed 
there made a normal, straight 
approach, 
then 
“ suddenly 
twisted around” and burst into 
flames after it touched down.
